One of 
these, on the ^corner, will be occu- 
pie.d by-the Stead electric shop, and 
another by Dr. G. M. Leach, chiro- 
practor.

of frontage OH Citrus avenue, where 
there will be four modern profes- 
sional office rooms, fitted with recep- 
tion rooms and lavatories. The main 


lodge room will be 30 by 52 feet 
and the banquet room, 36 by 44 feet 
There will be an orchestra loft in 
connection with the banquet room 
an adequate kitchen, and numerous 
anterooms for the convenience of the 
fraternal order. 


The building will include a tower 


at the corner of Citrus and Italia 
constituting a third floor, where the 
Oddfellows will fit up a clubroom 
and a portion of the roof will be 
utilized as a palm garden. 


The first floor walls will be of 


brick, with the second floor struc 
tural steel, and the exterior will be 
in stucco over brick. The building 
will present a Spanish aspect, witl 
the tower crowned with, red tile.

Big Dalton Dam 


Completely Built 
Within 13 Months 


Beginning July 14, 1928, with, the 


actual pouring of concrete, Big Dal- 
ton canyon dam, above Glendora, 
was virtually completed this week, 
according to a statement by A. B. 
Dunn, engineer on construction for 
the Los Angeles county flood control 
district. 


Big Dalton dam is the second of 


its kind to be constructed in the 
world, it was pointed out' by Chief 
Engineer E. C. Eaton. It is of the 
multiple-arch design, with six arches 
and hollow buttresses, connecting 
with the gravity sections at either 
end. 
The dam rises 140 feet from 


streambed, is 750 feet long, and it 
required 45,944 cubic yards of con- 
crete to built it. This made neces- 
sary the use of 199,659 sacks of ce- 
ment. 


Altho the dam is erected for flood 


control purposes only it will impound 
1100 acre feet of water that will be 
let out slowly and conserved in the 
ground across the channel area be- 
tween Glendora, Irwindale, and Bald- 
win Park. The dam represents a 
cost of $1,250,000. 


Engineers declare that the dam 


is securely fastened to bedrock on 
both sides and bottom. The dam is 
built several hundred feet above the 
site of another dam previously erect- 
ed and partially finished, but which 
was found to be undesirable.

HIGH 
TEMPERATURES 


BREAKS RECORDS 


That much-abused phrase, "unus- 


ual weather," has received almost 
complete vindication this week, not 
only in southern California, where 
all weather we don't like is "un- 
usual," but thruout the entire Unit- 
id States, from Atlantic to Pacific, 


The heat-wave, breaking all rec- 


ords in most of the big cities of the 
country, has been a grave menac*. 
and joking about the weather be- 
ame an aggravated form of mental 
iruelty. All southern California has 
ixperienced high temperatures with 
humidity. While it is not uuusual 
to experience weather in southern 
alifornia that can safely be term- 
id "hot," it is decidedly unusual to 
lave 'heat accompanied by humidity. 
Temperatures of from eighty degrees 
to ninety-five, in the hours between 
nine in the morning and five at night 
have been recorded this week in Co- 
vina in. the inside of store buildings, 
while the sun in the orchards has 
sent the mercury soaring to 105 and 
110. On Sundpy, Monday and Tues- 
day of this week, this heat was ac- 
companied by an unusual amount, of 
liumidity, caused by thunderstorms 
in. the uiountains, a phenomena in 
the summer that is in it-self unusual. 
It rained for two hours at Arrow- 
head Hot Springs Monday night. 
Heavy rains were reported in the 
high points of the entire Sierra Ma- 
dre range, but with elmost no ap- 
preciable run-off noticed.

humidity as accompanied ' eastern 
heat was experienced here, however, 
altho there has been plenty. The 
favorite southern California 
boast 


that one can sleep comfortably at 
any time after nightfall received a 
bad shock during the past week-, as 
the heat was very oppressive every- 
where up until as late as midaight, 
followed by a sharp decline of the 
mercury, but with little let-up as to 
humidity. 


Not only the interior valleys have 


been bathed in adulterated sunlight, 
but the beaches have been hot, and 
some of the mountain camps not sit- 
uated at a sufficiently high altitude 
have been so hot as to drive the 
campers back to the valleys again,. 
Southern California always exper- 
iences a long period of intense 
heat in August, but it seldojn ia re- 
markable from the standpoint of dis- 
comfort. This last wave of heat 
not only lasted longer, but had the 
unusual features of high humidity. 


SOUTHWEST SUFFERS 


While southern California felt din- 


comfort, the rest of the country has 
been very nearly paralyzed by heat" 
and humidity. The middle southwest 
around Kansas City on Monday had 
temperatures above the hundred 
mark. Dispatches declared that from 
the Texas gulf to the Kansas prair- 
ies there was intense suffering and 
many deaths over scattered areas. 
Oklahoma City was hit by a tem- 
perature of 105 degrees, the highest 
since 1923, and at Blaekwell, Okla- • 
homa, the reading was 109. Greater 
humidity than known for ye_ars past 
accompanied 
these 
temperatures. 


Wichita experienced a mark of 104, 
Winfield 107, and Saliua 105 degrees. 
Brownwood, Texas, took the prize 
with a reading of 110, while Hous- 
ton, on the gulf, was bearable, with 
a reading of 94. 


FAR EAST COOL 


The freakishness of the midsum- 


mer disturbance is shown by the fact 
that while the southwest, the mid- 
dle west and Pacific coast sweltered 
the cities of New York and Boston 
experienced the 'coolest weather for 
the first week in August in many 
years. Boston 's temperature on Mon- 
day was 56, and New York 60, but 
those temperatures followed a week 
of the hottest and most dangerous 
weather experienced in years.

discomfort, the heat-wave in the San. 
Gabriel valley is nothing but a bene- 
fit. Altho humidity has been greater, 
the menace to health has been negli- 
ble, and no deaths from prostrations 
have been reported.

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Home Representation— 


San Gabriel valley will get a representative in congress 


all its own, under the new national reapportionment. The 
east end of the county cannot fail but get direct, home repre- 
sentation with the number of congressmen increased from 
three to five in the county. This is the minimum number 
expected, and ihe census may show that we are entitled to 
six. 


We have been represented of late years by congressmen 


whose homes were in Long Beach, Pasadena, Glendale and 
Los Angeles, but the east end of the county has never elected 
a member of congress who lived in the San Gabriel valley. 
Republican congressmen representing this territory when it 
was a part of the tenth district, and since that time when 
it became the ninth district, have always given us more than 
a fair break in attending to our tariff interests, and along 
this line there is certainly no complaint. The present repre- 
sentative, Evans, who lives in Glendale, has been about as 
satisfactory a member as this valley has ever assisted in 
electing. 


But it will aid our tariff legislation, our postoffice situa- 


tion, and all contact with federal affairs, to have a represen- 
tative in the citrus and walnut districts who understands our 
needs to an extent even greater, perhaps, than have Repub- 
lican members in the past. 


The great citrus district should be looking forward to 


this important change in political affairs, and good and avail- 
able Republican material for this office should be considered. 
It will mean much to the future of the San Gabriel valley.

The Story of Oil— 


Seventy years ago the twenty-fifth day of July, petroleum 


in commercial quantity was first discovered on Oil Creek, 
near Titusville, Pennsylvania. It was not until eight years 
later, in 1867, that the first commercial oil well was com- 
pleted in California, but the department of public informa- 
tion of the California Oil and Gas association at Los An- 
geles has just brot to light the interesting fact that petroleum 
was produced in California for purposes of illumination way 
back in 1850, which was nine years prior to the completion 
of Colonel Drake's oil well at Titusville. 


While it may be said that California was producing petro- 


leum on a commercial basis in 1850, it is nevertheless a fact 
that petroleum was being refined at the time to provide oil 
for illuminating the old mission at San Fernando. And the 
man who thus served as California's first refiner was the ven- 
erable Andreas Pico, who obtained crude petroleum from 
seepages by driving short tunnels into the mountains near 
Newhall. The heavy asphaltum residue from his crude still 
in those days is said to have been utilized in sealing leaks in 
the roofs of old adobe houses.

That county jail prisoners built 


approximately one hundred thousand 
dollars worth of new roads, manu- 
factured 
forty 
thousand dollars' 


worth of linen garments, laundered 
fifty thousand dollars' worth of 
washing, and did repair jobs of car- 
pentry, painting, shoe mending, etc., 
during the year, was the recent 
statement of Sheriff Win. I, Traeger. 


"My annual report to the board 


of supervisors, when it is completed, 
will include an itemized statement 
showing that the prisoners in my 
custody did work valued at a little 
less than a quarter of a million dol- 
lars last year," the sheriff said. 
"These prisoners have all maintain- 
ed themselves without cost to the 
county, and have netted a profit in 
addition. Furthermore, the employ- 
ment of the prisoners is the most sat- 
isfactory solution of the discipline 
problem we have tried. It has kept 
the prisoners happier and served to 
keep them out of trouble, which in- 
variably develops when they are 
idle. I wish the law allowed us to 
let all prisoners work." 


In addition to the road work done 


by prisoners, at the sheriff's deten- 
tion camps, 28 women are continual- 
ly employed in the making of pris- 
oners' uniforms, nightgowns, aprons, 
towels, and bedding material. Other 
women are engaged in the repair of 
the clothing worn by the 16,000 in- 
mates who are booked in the county 
jail during the year. This repair 
work totaled thousands of socks, 
uniforms, bedsheets, and the like. 
In the men's quarters, 988 pairs of ' 
shoes were repaired and garments 
tailored. Dozens of trusties were con- 
tinually employed in painting parts 
of the jail and at odd carpenter jobs. 
About 30 men are continuously em- 
ployed in the large jail laundry, 
which is equipped with modern ma- 
il.inery and handles approximately 
45,000 pieces of materials in a week.

An attempt will be made to 
analyze these figures for the grow 
era to see whether the low expense 
is sufficient to insure quality nuts 
and whether the high expense is 
justifiable. Demonstration of hull 
ers and harvesting equipment wil 
be on hand.

Walnut Burning 
May Result From 


Water Shortage 


Walnuts can still shrivel and burn 


if there is not enough water to sup- 
ply the trees, according to M. H. 
Kimball, 
assistant 
fawn 
adviser. 


NYi.Ja are becoming quite solid, in 
fact only, later varieties are yet 
showing "jelly." Neverthtloss, wa- 
ter shortage can and will cause nuts 
to burn if weatner conditions are ex- 
tremely hot and dry. 
• 


Numerous field testa made in the 


last week show that many orchards 
are dry and in need of irrigation 
immediately. If a grove is on sandy 
soil and needs water at this time, it 
will be well to give two irrigations 
before harvest. Sandy soil, Mr. Kim- 
ball points out, cannot hold much 
moisture even tho the water will 
soak into the ground in large quan- 
tities. The amount of water applied 
now to a light soil would be insuf- 
ficient to carry the trees thru har- 
vest and up to October. They should, 
therefore, be given a good soaking 
at this time and a second application 
of water just before . harvest suffi- 
cient to resupply the soil with all 
it 'can hold about the last of August 
or first of September. An orchard 
can be furrowed out now for irriga- 
tion and the furrows left open for 
the second application. 


Groves on heavy soils which are 


dry at this time can probably get 
by with one good, heavy irrigation 
around the middle of August. With 
a heavy soil there would probably 
not be time after the Second irriga- 
tion to get the ground worked up 
for harvest. 


The quality of the crop on- the 


trees at this time looks very good, 
according to Kimball. The kernels 
seem to be filling very well. It will 
be a. catastrophe to allow a grove 
to become seriously dry, the leaves 
to turn yellow and fall off, thus 
jeopardizing 
the quality of this 


year's crop. Quality means increase 
in grade and increase in dollars and 
cents return. Plenty of soil moisture 
at this season of the year may mean 
the difference between profit and loss 
to the grower. Mr. Kimball urges all 
growers to examine their soils care- 
fully and if found deficient in mois- 
ture to arrange for water applica- 
tion as soon as possible.
